FISH OIL FOR LEATHER INDUSTRY 

0. FOREWORD 

0.1 This Indian Standard was adopted by the Indian Standards Insti- 
tution on 24 November 1966, after the draft finalized by the Oils 
and Oilseeds Sectional Committee had been approved by the Chemical 
Division Council and the Agricultural and Food Products Division 
Council. 

0.2 Considerable quantities of marine fish oils from different sources are 
used, usually as mixtures, in the leather processing industry. Sardine 
body oil, low quality shark and skate liver oils are generally used in the 
country for the purpose. 

0.3 Fish oils find their use for tanning purposes as in the making 
of chamois leather. As sulphated oils, they are used as a principal consti- 
tuent of fat liquors for leather industry. These are also used in 
the preparation of dubbin or stuffing formulations for different types of 
leather. 

0.4 In the preparation of this standard, assistance has been derived from 
the data supplied by the Central Leather Research Institute, Madras. 

0.5 For the purpose of deciding whether a particular requirement of this 
standard is complied with, the final value, observed or calculated, express- 
ing the result of a test or analysis, shall be rounded off in accordance with 
IS: 2-1960*. The number of significant places retained in the rounded 
off value should be the same as that of the specified value in this standard. 



1. SCOPE 

1.1 This standard prescribes the requirements and the methods of sampl- 
ing and test for fish oil for the use in the leather industry. 

1.1.1 This standard does not apply to the material intended for 
pharmaceutical uses.

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2. TERMINOLOGY 

2.1 For the purpose of this standard, the definitions given under 2 of 
IS: 548-1964* shall apply. 

3. REQUIREMENTS 

3.1 Description — The material shall be obtained by a process of ren- 
dering of fish body or liver. The material shall be obtained either from 
a single source or from a mixture of body or liver or both oils of different 
species of fishes. It shall be clear and free from adulterants, sediment, 
suspended and other foreign matter, and separated water. 

3.2 The material shall be free from admixture with other oils when tested 
according to the methods prescribed under 20 of IS: 548-1964*. 

3.3 The material shall also comply with the requirements given in Table 1.

4. PACKING 

4.1 The material shall be supplied in suitable well-closed containers as 

agreed to between the purchaser and the supplier.

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5. MARKING 



5.1 The containers shall be marked with the name and weight of 
the material ; manufacturer's name and trade-mark, if any ; batch 
number; and the month and the year of manufacture. 

5.1.1 The containers may also be marked with the ISI Certification 
Mark. 

Note — The use of the ISI Certification M?rk is governed by the provisions of 
the Indian Standards Institution ( Certification Marks ) Act and the Jlules and 
Regulations made thereunder. The ISI Mark on products covered by an Indian 
Standard conveys the assurance that they have been produced to comply with the 
requirements of that standard under a well-defined system of inspection, testing and 
quality control which is devised and supervised by ISI and operated by the producer. 
ISI marked products are also continuously checked by ISI for conformity to that 
standard as a further safeguard. Details of conditions under which a licence for the 
use of the ISI Certification Mark may be granted to manufacturers or processors, 
may be obtained from the Indian Standards Institution. 



6. SAMPLING 

6.1 Representative samples of the material shall be drawn as prescribed 
under 3 of IS: 548-1964*. 

7. TESTS 

7.1 Tests shall be carried out as prescribed in IS: 548-1964*. Reference 
to the relevant clauses of that standard are given in col 4 of Table 1, 

7.2 Quality of Reagents - — Unless specified otherwise, pure chemicals 
-and distilled water {see IS: 1070-1960t) shall be used in tests. 

Note — ' Pure chemicals ' shall mean chemicals that do not contain impurities 
which affect the results of analysis.
